SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: NOVEMBER, 1965 


Rainfall: During November 1965 rainfall improved generally from October, but falls were still below normal except in the 
South East, West Coast and King Island areas. The South East recorded falls of 22% above normal, but in the Northern division, 
where totals were 23% below normal, some stations around Latrobe registered only 50% of normal. 


Temperatures: Mean temperatures were below normal throughout the state, departures ranging from less than 1° for the 
East Coast from Bicheno south to Tasman Peninsula and King and Flinders Islands to nearly 3° in the North West highlands. During 
the period 10th to 12th November, day temperatures were 10°-15° below normal and night temperatures 10° below, with extensive 
moderate snowfalls. 


Rural Conditions: Conditions in Northern agricultural areas deteriorated further during the month, but usefull falls of rain 
improved pastures elsewhere. Shearing was delayed in the midlands by snow and rain, while hailstorms caused considerable damage 
in orchard areas.
